The Appeal Brief 
Appendix of Claims (claim 14, page 11, line 4) reads: "means for storing the 
solution within a decision tree relating to the issue'' However, the Amendment 
dated May 1 1, 2006 (claim 14, page 4, line 4) reads: "means for storing the 
solution within a decision tree relating to the issue and " Appropriate 
correction required. 
Accordingly, it is 

ORDERED that the application is returned to the Examiner for consideration 
of the Appeal Brie£ a written notification to applicant of consideration and for such 
further action as may be appropriate.
